Vera Cruz, June 6.—The m ost ser­ 
ious uprising with which the .Mexican 
governm ent has had to deal in a long

here indicate th at there has been 
m uch bloodshed and th at the in su r­ 
gents are preparing for a battle with 
the governm ent forces which is sure 
to come soon.

D ictam en, publishes dispatches from 
^M erida, the capital of Y ucatan, to 
the effect th at forty persons w’ere 
killed bv the Maya Indians on S atu r­ 
day. Fu jf.,br dispatches received here 
state th at 5,000 of these Indian in­ 
surgents sacked the town at V allado­ 
lid, 
ninety-five 
m iles 
southeast 
of 
M erida, killing all the principal gov­ 
ernm ent employes, the Chief of Po­ 
lice and others. They seized rifles and 
pistols and instituted a reign of ter­ 
ror. Many of the inhabitants of V alla­ 
dolid are fleeing to Merida.

Guthrie, Okla., June 6.—To protect 
herself from her husband, who was

6.—-Declaring 
Alaska had been put In a “straight 
jacket” by the withdrawal of public 
lands, Senator Nelson in the senate 
today sharply criticised the policy 
of conservation as practiced in that 
territory. Senator Nelson was dis­ 
cussing the bill authorizing the pres­ 
ident to withdraw’ from entry pub­ 
lic lands for public purposes, which 
he advocated.

Texas leads the country in both 
showing. Taking area into consider 
ation, Oklahoma leads Texas and the 
entire United States. 
The figures supporting these state 
ments arc fresh from the press. Sla- 
son Thompson of Chicago, a railway 
statistic*! expert, has just Issued a 
book entitled, “Railway Statistics In 
the United States,’’ in which he pre­ 
sents complete 
figures 
on 
railway 
construction for the calendar year 
1909; and the Railway Record, a rail­ 
way publication 
published 
in Chi- 
cago, presents figures on new com­ 
panies and mileage chartered during 
the first four months of 1910, its fig­ 
ures 
representing 
sixteen 
states, 
mostly in the south, where the rail­ 
way activities of the country centers 
at this time. 
Slason Thompson prefaces his book 
with the explanation that government 
railway statistics for the past few 
years seem to have been prepared 
with the purpose of misleading the 
public as to financial results of rail­ 
way operation, and that bis work is 
issued for the purpose of putting be­ 
fore the public the railway’s own de­ 
ductions from the figures 
they 
re­ 
port 
to 
the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission. 
It gives 
construction 
mileage for the various states, does 
not discuss financial results as to 
the state separately. 
It shows that forty-two states and 
territories built railway during 1909. 
The total mileage constructed was 
4,040.6 or an average of 96.2 miles for 
the states showing any construction. 
Taking all states and territories in­ 
to consideration the average for the 
year was 80.8 miles. 
Oklahoma Is 
credited 
with 
163.2 
miles, which shows this state to have 
built 57 miles more in 1909 than the 
average for the states and territories 
showing results, and 82.4 miles more 
than the average for all the states. 
Of the forty-two states showing con­ 
struction 36 show less mileage than 
Oklahoma. Five show more, making 
Oklahoma sixth on the list. Minne­ 
sota built 164.7 against Oklahoma’s 
163.2 miles. 
This showing doubtless will be a 
m atter of surprise to many Oklahoma 
citizens, who have supposed that Ok-

well, state enforcement attorney, has 
been notified that the supreme court 
of the United States has ordered a 
re-argument of the cases filed by 
Governor Haskell and Enforcement 
Attorney Caldwell, seeking writs of 
prohibition against 
Federal 
Judges

Caldwell says he feels encouraged at 
this action, as it indicates that the 
supreme court considers the question 
a serious one and that it will pass 
upon it directly.

should be subject to seizure foi a ju- 
dicial determination as to whether 
the shipment is subjected to protec- 
tion from 
the interstate commerce 


laws, or whether it was shipped into 
the state with intent to violate the 
state laws and has ceased to be in- 
terstate commerce
